.McGill assistance and support should 
bo foi-ilieoniing. 

.Moreover the student reduction 
which Is offered at present to Mcfîill 
men by club.s and wiciclics on Ihc 
campus might be extended to include 
tho f^tudcnls In .the Mister university. 
McGill organisations which approxi- 
mate those of tho University of Monl- 
renl should bo induced lo cooperate 
with ono another. In tho field of 
sports clo.ser relationships could o 
adduced by the .MoCJill Athletic Office. 
and . If tho Union privileges were ex- 
tended lo the French students Ihls 
alone would do much lo bring the two 
universities, together, especially If tho 
contcniplatel Joint smoke:- and re- 
ception should take place. 

Ijnst nnd nio.st important of all Is 
Iho exchange of publicity and news- 
,lten)H between |lie Daily nnd tho Uni- 
versity Qf -Jfontreal student publlcntioi\ 
"Le Quartier Latin," which has agreed 
to revise it.s policy somewhat In order 
to conform with that of tho Dnily. 
This Is being reeiproeatcil by llio Mc- 
Gill Paper whii.h Intcmls lo run n 
.special series of nrlidca on events in 
tlte .IJ.iiiver;s^ty ot.li^pq^rjial. . , 



In a long, four-liour session last 
night tho Studcnt.s' Bxccutlvo Council 
ran through twenty-two items of busi- 
ness to dispose of the most crowded 
agenda of tho year. Of greatest Im- 
portance, perhaps, was a letter from 
Iho President of the McGill Women 
Students' Society supgenting certain 
ver>- dofinito constltiitlon.al roarrango- 
ments with regard to tho forms of 
undergradimto self-government. Sug- 
gestions for closer co-operation with 
the JUnlverslly were submitted and 
!he more linniedlate measures adopted.

■Achievements 

! The Students' E.vecutive Council is a 
inuch criticised body, but upon last night's 
imeetini;, ni lonst, the Councillors are to be 
jcongratiUatcd. Three motions were adopt- 
ed which bring credit to under^raduatc 
jçovernmental organizations at McGill. 

Fin-it, and perhaps most important, 
ihe Council set the seal of approval upon 
certain definite arrangements for the con- 
summation of the ideal of closer co-opera- 
tion with the University of Montreal. 
I It was recognized in a general way 
jhat matters such as these cannot be forced 
and that lime and wise measures by 
succeeding councils will bring about more 
permanent and lasting contacts. But, for 
the present, a list of eight items was ap- 
proved with several other suggestions 
having been left over for further consid- 
eration. Prominent among the accepted 
;articles was a provision extending student 
reductions on McGiU functions under the 
control of the Council to undergraduates 
kt the University of Montreal. The Daily's 
share in the scheme is to act with the 
French Quartier Latin in exchanging pub- 
licity and in keeping the whole matter in 
the public mind. 

To start the whole thing a reception 
for French students is to be held in the 
Union about a month from now. Entertain- 
ment will be provided in the form of sing- 
ing, boxing and other diverslonSfj while 
students of both universities*^come ac- 
quainted with one another. 

Another important decision was the 
one which took, under the auspices of the 
Council one of the meetings at which Dr. 
Kotschnig is to lecture during his stay in 
Montreal ne.xt week-end. This is the first 
time that a visiting figure has been pre- 
.sentcd lo the student community under 
the aegis of the student governing body. 
The Doctor 'will probably be asked to 
speak on some phase of student life in 
Europe, — a .subject upon which he is an 
authority. Speaking fluently most of the 
continental languages, Dr. Kotschnig has 
gained wide reputation from his efforts to 
bring about conciliation between antago- 
nistic groups of students in central Europe. 
The Council could do no better than pre- 
sent such a figure to McGill. 

. The third cause of congratulation is 
the voting of a sum of money for the es- 
tablishment of a Canadian Intercollegiate 
Press Union which is to serve as a con- 
necting link between the students of elev- 
en .Canadian universities and colleges. If 
the plan is successful the Daily will be 
able in future to publish wire despatches 
of important events at all institutions of 
learning from Dalhousie to the University 
of British Columbia. 

Perhaps the adoption of these three 
motions marks .the beginning of a more 
liberal policy by the Council. To the body 
>yhich. retired at the start of the year there 
ivas little that could be seriously objected; 
but it is hard to imagine the two or three 
Councils which immediately preceeded it 
passing on the same evening three such 
resolutions as these.

Today r,'e enjoy our comfort without giving 
an idea to the troubles our ancestors undenvent 
lo give us these advantages. Our motor cars take 
us everywhere in a shorter time than ever before. 
The American continent has been crossed from 
ocean to ocean In less time than It look Jlalaon- 
neiivo to go from Quebec to Vllle-Marle (Mont- 
real), Every century heaps upon humanity dla- 
covcrlcs whloh tend to make men do le-r. and lest 
work. It was not always so. About 60,000 years 
ago humanity was living without tools. Men do- 
ponded for their nurture on weeds or on tho few 
small animals which they could catch. They had 
not, Incldently, discovered fire and Us uses. Then, 
by accident, somebody must have discovered that 
stones could be used to tear apart membranes from 
animals. They lingered for quite a whtlo on the 
uses of stones picked up from the ground until 
someone discovered that some kinds of stones, like 
silex, could be worked on with distinct advantage 
to the user. These first implements were crude 
things. 

Imagine an oval piece of stone about i Inches 
long, by a maximum width of 3^1nches, by a thick- 
ness of half-an-lnch, with an edgo on one side 
only, broken thin. This was what our ancestors, 
tho Paleolithic men, had for their «oie help In their 
fight for a living. However, thoy had an advantage 
over us: they w^re always on the look-out for 
new uses and new ways of perfecting their tools. 

Their process of making tools Is interesting. 
UTicn a man needed a new tool, either, because his 
old ono had lost Its keen edge, or because he had 
mislaid It; ho would go to tho nearest flint pit, 
(for It was of this kind of stoiie that his tools were 
made), break a piece off. and then start working 
on It. As a result of breaking away small, chips 
quite a keen edge could be obtained. The first tools 
were chopping Instrumenta that would cut meat or 
tree branches, 

Burlnff tlie Ehcllean age tho axo made Its ap- 
peoranoe aji a hand tool. As wood decomposes there 
Is no trace of these havlne been affixed to a wood- 
en atlck. Gradually, after, this, mankind eccms 
to have lost the art of making stone tools, 

Tlic tools which humanity used after their first 
fling Qt «tone, were mtido of reindeer bones. They 
wero more highly decorative than tho flat stone 
choppers and In this period there appeared on tho 
earth such things as harpoons, bono needier, and 
arrow stralghtencrs. U Is Interesting to ^ole here 
tho new tool— tho arrow-straJghtener. This Is the 
beginning of man to use tools to mtike tools. 

This Instrument was f(uIto attractive. Imagine 
a diminutive hockey stick with a hole at tho bend. 
Such was the reindeer bono arrow-stralghtener. 
But utility was not Its only claim to Clor>'; It was 
also a medium of art. On It the reindeer man 
exercised his primitive efforts at sculpture. Thus, 
there are arrow-stralgbteners with moving horses 
carved on them. It ts quite probable that the small 
bent bone wa4 also used as a war-club Willi which 
tho owner boat out the brains of his enemies. 

This ago Is also tho dawn of man's efforts to- 
wards Art. In a cave of Altamlna, In Spain, In- 
vestigators have discovered on the walls a master- 
piece of tho reindeer age— a buffalo painted In four 
colors. Thero aro also extant several statuettes of 
carved Ivory nnd stone, Tho reindeer men certainly 
knew paint for besides tho buffalo there have been 
(llHcovercd colored. pebbles which wore probably used 
as currency. , ' , 

As the ages rolled around, humanity relumed 
to stono Implements and from the NooUthio Era 
thoro remain some beautiful ape'clmona of polished 
stone axes which can bo aecn In tho museum. 

In that period mankind used a new method 
in making .lie tools, instend of cuttlnr » stone

Thus men signing the letters B, 
Eng. after their name tvIII be easily 
distinguished from the- pure science 
men, who will still retain tho degree 
of B. Sc. in the Faciiffy of .\rta and 
Sciences, 

Another motion that will be In- 
troduced at the meetine will be to 
include Engineering in tlie .Faculty ot 
Graduate Studios and nesoarch. It 
Is proposed to InsUtUte the degree 
of Master ot Engineering, allowing 
students to car^^' on higher studies In 
this faculty, and to obtain the higher 
degree.

Although stone rubbings were 
known In the Bth Century, B.C., d» 
Glared Prof. Klang, it took the Chin 
ese 1300 years to invent actual print- 
ing. Tlie origin ot paper da,te3 back 
to the first century, B,C., before which 
time, silk was used. 

Referring to medicine. Dr. Klang 
stated that the Chinese even now oling 
to many o[d native practices, and that 
Westerners In Clilna have often been 
cured by Chinese herbs. The use of 
.Ma Huang, or "cnfedra fulgeris" has 
a.-^tonished the medical world. Xot 
only herbs, but other materials have 
been studied in a scientific manner, 
and aro now extensively used in medi- 
cal c.x.«es. • TIic "Pen Ts'ao," written 
.Tt a very early date and attributed. to 
Shon .Niing, tho "Divine Farmer." Is 
•i most Importai* work, equally valu- 
•jlilo to agriculture and medicine. 
Medical Operations Performed 
Tho Tun Jen, a bronze man caslcd 
in tho N'orthorn Sung Oyn.isty, 1027 
.\.D.. shows the interior and' exterior 
of the human body. It is particularly 
■ -ortant In tho depiction of vcinf 
and other vital p.Trts. Miraculous 
operations wero |)erformcd by Hun 
T'o on tho arms and legs alike, and 
in the exchanging of bones. 

Many mechanical devices were con- 
structed by Lu Pan. chiefly to enable, 
forces to besiege cities and cros.i'clty 
wall.i. Against these Instruments, Mo 
Ti constructed others for counter-at- 
ta.cks. Drums were used. for record- 
ing mileage, and wind-cocks to denote 
wind direction. ' ' 

The- Invenlion of the seismograph !.<■• 
attributed to Chang ITeng, although 
he Is better known In China. as a 
writer of poetry and literature. The 
construction of this Instrument w.as 
done in an artistic manner, and It 
operated by a ball rolling out ot a 
dragon's mouth whenever there was 
tho slightest disturbance of the earth 

Development Still Necessary 
^ Recently there has been much study 
ot machinery and scientific methods 
and many works have been translated 
Into Chinese. A great field Is open 
for developi)ient, and all eocletler 
which have this end In view are very 
active, declared Dr. Klang. 

Answering some questions that were 
advanced at the close of the address 
Prof. Klang stated that the wheel wtip 
known in the ancient empire at least 
000 B.C.. Plate gla«s was In use in 
the first century A.D. In astronomy, 
there are two great observatories, the 
one at Peking datlngr from the Uih 
Century, and that at. Nanking found- 
ed In the. ISth Century.
